Department News:
Police Department

e Truro’s newest Police Officers, Andrew Starboard and Sara Lake are on week number two of the
Department’s Field Training and Evaluation Program. They are under the direction and supervision of
Field Training Officers, Sergeant Jeremiah Valli and Officer Leo Rose.

e Sergeant Craig Bayer is attending a Command Training Series, First Line Supervisor Course at the Roger
Williams University School of Justice Studies & Research Institute. Upon successful completion, he will
graduate on Friday, December 8, 2017.

e On Thursday, November 30" Grandmothers Against Gun Violence launched a LOCK IT UP* campaign at
the Yarmouth Police Department. The LOCK IT UP project is directed to responsible gun owners in an
effort to save young lives from accidental death or injury from unsecured firearms. As it gets underway,
the LOCK IT UP program will be distributing rack cards containing pertinent gun safety information to
Cape Cod Police Stations, libraries, post offices and also the Cape’s medical community, who will make
them available to parents and caregivers. Truro Police Chief Craig Danziger attended. The Truro Police
Department fully supports this important cause. (*See attached informational photo).

e Asareminder, The Truro Police Department is participating in this year’s Stuff-A-Bus Toys For Tots
Challenge*. We will be collecting toys until December 10™. All Toys should be new and unwrapped. You
can drop them off at any of the following locations: The lobby of the Truro Public Safety Facility, The
Truro Community Center, Savory & The Sweet Escape, the Truro Post Office, The North Truro Post
Office, Seamen’s Bank, the Truro Central School, and the Salty Market.

Fire Department
e The Department responded to 9 requests for medical assistance, resulting in 8 transports to the
hospital. In all we responded to a total of 14 calls that included inspectional services, general assistance,
alarm activations, calls for public service assistance and a good intent calls.
o The Fire Chief attended a training seminar that focused on controlling fire ground conditions as they

relate to the movement of air in structures that are on fire. The course was designed to show how you
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can affect fire growth by controlling air movement into a structure.

e The Fire Department took the delivery of some new equipment from the National Park Service who
generously donated some much need equipment, a new gas powered chainsaw, new electric powered
chain saw and a gas powered pruning saw. The Park Service will be conducting chain saw training for
department members in the spring.

e As we enter into the holiday season and although it is a great time to be with friends and family it is
unfortunately also a time that sees an increase in fires so provided below are some holiday and
Christmas tree safety tips to help keep everyone’s holiday a happy and safe one.

Department of Public Works

e Preconstruction meeting for the Transfer Station scale was held. As part of the preconstruction meeting
the scale layout was clearly marked, on the proposed location, and Dig Safe will be notified.

e A Facility evaluation of the Transfer Station Swap Shop has been completed by DPW Director Cabral,
Chief Collins, Health and Conservation Agent Emily Beebe, and the Building Commissioner. Results of
the evaluation are currently under review.

e The DPW has announced a sealed bid auction for organic material (Yard Waste) to be screened and
removed from the Transfer Station.

¢ As areminder the Transfer Station will be closed a half day on Sunday the 24th of December, and a
half day on Sunday the 31st of December 2017. Operating hours on those days are 7:30am- 11:30am.

e Standard seasonal roadside brush clearing has been completed, all Paved Town Roads. Have been
trimmed back to accommodate emergency vehicles. Wood chips from roadside clearing will be
available at the Transfer Station for any permitted resident for personal use only. All Roadsides will now
be evaluated for any potential full grown tree that may be dead or dying, and may need to be removed
do to the close proximity to a Town Road.

e Al DPW snow removal assets have been inventoried and serviced for the upcoming season; all sanders
have been installed in the larger vehicles for the duration of the winter season.

e Work on the East Harbor culvert area is tentatively scheduled to begin the third week of December with
soil boring and test pits to be accomplished by DPW staff with oversite by the Woods Hole Group.

Harbormaster

e Shellfish activity over the week-end was met with 50 degree temperatures and winds whipping through
Pamet Harbor bringing 70 or so people close to noon time.

e The Harbor Master launched the boat to take water samples with the state official assigned to our area
and took 5 samples at the designated stations in approved waters as well as an additional station near
pollution sources that are currently closed to see if the water quality will improve so we can eventually
have access to areas that are abundant in shellfish.

e Doug Cameron with the Department of Fish and Game who joined the Harbormaster and DPW Director
Jarrod Cabral to determine Capital costs the State will cover at Pamet Harbor and also go over plans
provided by Coastal Engineering describing two floating docks that will be added to our existing docks.

e Statutory Exemption & Residential Exemption applications continue to be accepted until April 1, 2018 at
4:00pm.
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e Beginning preparation for FY19 data analysis.

We
have also issued 38 permits to residents 62 years of age or older.
